Organized war protests from GIs

Protests against involvement in the Vietnam War came Monday and 
today from members ot America's armed torces in the battle zones 
and trom the home front. 


In Saigon, a group ot American servicemen collected signatures 
trom féllow GIs on a petition to ask Congress for "an immediate 
cessation of all hostilities in Southeast Asia. 


Northwest of the Vietnam captial. near the Cambodian border, 
many members of a 90 man company of I S. soldiers were reported to 
have refused to obey orders to go out on patrol. More than 60 of the 90- 
man company were reported to have sent a petition to Sen. Edward 
Kennedy. D-Mass.. saying the patrols were suicide missions. 
In Alameda. Calit . a group ot enlisted men trom the aircraft carrier 
Coral Sea said nearly a fourth of the crew had signed a petition 
protesting the vessel s return to Vietnam. The carrier is due to depart 
for Southeast Asia Nov. 12. according to the sailors. 


The end-the-war petitions being passed around in Saigon have drawn 
signatures from more than 4(X) servicemen in all branches, according 
to James Mohler. 24. a I S Navy enlisted man from Cuyahoga Falls. 
Ohio. He said he believes the final response will be higher than his 
original goal of 2.000 names. 


Mohler said the Vietnam Veterans Against the War organized the 
petition-signing When sufficient names are obtained. Mohler said, the 
petition will be sent to the veterans group in New York which will 
present them to Congress just before the Christmas recess. 


The recalcitrant GIs on the Cambodian border, members ot Bravo 
Company. 1st Battalion, 21st Infantry. 1st Air Cavalry Division, were 
ordered replaced by another company and sent to an undisclosed 
location 
The action was taken 
spokesmen said, because of the 
publicity surrounding the incident and the possible harm it could do to 
troop morale. 
In Alameda, the Coral Sea enlisted men said their petition would be 
pushed in Congress by Hep Ronald Dellmus. D-Calif.

the White House press room. 
The President said the leaders of 
Red China, where he will visit 
before his trip to Moscow, U.S. 
allies in Europe and Japan had been 
informed about the meeting before 


it was announced. 
House and Senate leaders also 
were called to the White House to 
get the word shortly before Nixon 
made the announcement. 
Nixon said the trip to Moscow was 
independent 
from 
the 
Peking 
visit—scheduled some time before 
May 1—and that both were for the 
purpose 
of 
discussing 
bilateral 
matters between the two countries. 
"Neither trip is being taken for 


the 
purpose 
of 
exploiting

differences that may exist between 
the two nations.' he said. 
Nixon said his discussions with 
Russian 
leaders 
would 
include 
strategic

SUMMERLAND (UPIi - Weary 
firemen attacked the last raging 
front of a killer brush fire Monday, 
shooting incendiary devices from 
helicopters 
to 
backfire 
remote 
mountain 
ridges 
as 
threatened 
Pacific Coast communities were 
declared safe. 
There were only three miles of 
open line early today along the east 
flank ot the six-day-old blaze which 
has charred 12.000 acres, claimed 
tour lives, injured 21 persons, two 
seriously, 
and 
destroyed 
seven 
expensive homes. 
The 
fire 
earlier 
threatened 
outlying homes in Carpintería, here 
and other communities along the 
coast just east of Santa Barbara and 
about 80 miles northwest ol Los 
Angeles. 
The blaze, which has left a giant 
scar ot charred brush eight miles 
long and five miles wide, 
was 
declared 80 per cent contained 
There was no prediction for full 
containment because ' it's rugged 
country up there There's no vehicle 
access and to get men in its strictly 
hiking in." said U.S. Forest Service 
Fire Officer Garry Munsey. 
Battling the blaze was an army of 
2,135 federal and state forestry men. 
an air fleet of 16 water-bombing 
planes and five helicopters. 
The fire burned around a 35-mile 
perimeter, most ol the charred land 
lying in the Los Padres National 
Forest. 
"We have five helicopters out 
starting backfires along ridges deep 
in the forest," said Forest Service 
spokesman Jerry Cause.

The case was rejected on a 5-2 
by the seven-member court, at its 
tirst business session of the new 
term. Justices William O. Douglas 
and W illiam J. Brennan Jr voted to 
hear the case. 
The 
co u rts 
brief 
order 
left 
standing a ruling last April 20. by the 
2nd U S. Circuit Court ot Appeals in 
New York 
That court held that congressional 
approval 
ol 
the 
war could 
be 
Inferred trom passage of the Tonkin 
Gulf 
resolution, appropriation of 
billions ot dollars to catrv* on the 


conflict, extension of the draft law 
and specific conscription of man­ 
power, 
The government had urged the 
court to dismiss the appeal on the 
ground the issue was one that only 
Congress and the executive branch 
could resolve. 
It was brought in federal district 
court in New York by the American 
Civil Liberties Union 4ACLl * on 
behalf ol two servicemen 
The Justice Department told the 
Supreme 
Court:

and Congress is the best

NEW YORK — <NEA) — A 
woman chief designer and 
stylist of watches finds she 
races time more and more 
trying to keep up with fash­ 
ion trends. 
For example. Bettye Miller 
is a transplanted Oklahoman 
who fell into the watch busi­ 
ness because “ it was the 
most interesting job I ap­ 
plied for when just out of 
Pratt Institute.” Her first 
job took her out of exciting 
New York City to Lancaster. 
Pa., and into indoctrination 
in horology with Hamilton 
Watch Co. She left this firm 
to join Bulova, quit and re­ 
turned to rise to her present 
challenging spot in the multi­ 
million dollar industry. 
Decisions, decisions are 
tighter each year, she ad­ 
mits. “ It takes almost a year 
to bring a completed design 
to market. Therefore, it is 
important to sense a trend 
so an item hits at the right 
time to match the consum­ 
ers’ buying interest.” 
During a recent national 
jewelry trade show in New 
York she ticked off why 
time pressed so on de­ 
signers. 
“ The big problem is de­ 
ciding what to add to a line 
that will sell,” she says. 
“ I try to keep up on every­ 
thing, to get the feeling of 
what’s happening and try to 
translate it into watch de­ 
sign.” Miss Miller explains. 
“ This means I keep up on 
clothing, autos, house decor, 
what types of vacations peo­ 
ple are taking, what enter­ 
tainment and entertainers 
they like.” 


1 ravel by A m e r i c a n s 
makes her job more diffi­ 
cult, she adds, since it 
makes many more Euro­ 
peanized and sophisticated. 
Europe, she feels, is still a 
year ahead in innovative 
watch designs. Even though 
travel by millions presses 
her, she believes “ everyone 
should travel. If you stay in 
one spot then you become 
insular and think that what 
happens in your tight little 
world is what is happening 
everywhere and that, there­ 
fore, it is right.” 
Miss Miller travels, espe­ 
cially to major U.S. cities, 
and always goes home to 
Oklahoma to visit family and 
friends. This gets her out of 
the 
provincial 
Manhattan 
syndrome. 
Another reason she says 
it is more difficult to project 
designs is that persons of 
all ages are more fashion­ 
conscious and independent. 
“ They want something to fit 
their lifestyle.” 
The watch wardrobe is one 
result. More women, she 
points out, have at least 
three watches. One for ev­ 
eryday, a fun watch such as 
a Spiro Agnew or Mickey 
Mouse and a dress up-ele- 
gant. Whatever the design 
or whether the price range 
is $6 95 or $695 women want 
reliability. But interestingly

1 got mine when I was 10 years old. in the spring of 1950 
in Chicago, a gift from mv father. I oiled it immediately. 
I wanted it loose. 1 guess I got carried away, for 1 
drenched it. Brown one minute, almost black the next. 
What surprised me about Brooks' glove, when I tried it 
on at his- locker, was how stiff it was “ It’s hard because 
it’s old.” he said. “ It loosens up when I start messin 
around with it on the field.” 
He told me he never oils the glove, a Rawlings KBG-3H 
“ Pro Model.” Once every couple of months, though, he 
will apply some MacGregor’s Leathertone to it. In the 
beginning, anyway. I saddle soaped my glove with near 
religious fervor. 
I used the same glove for about six years, while Brooks 
said that he uses one glove for only three or four years 
He has used six or seven in his 17 years in the major 
leagues. 
I asked him if he does anything special to break them 
in He said no. While he uses one in games, he uses three 
relatively new ones in practice. By next year, one of them 
will be ready for games action. He says this is the last 
year for his present one. 
“ It’s got about 10 games or so left.” he said, intimating 
that it will see action in the World Series. 
I saw that the two middle fingers of his glove were bent 
inward at the ends, like arthritic digits, and that the glove 


had been broken in in a roundish shape. 1 nad tried to 
shape my glove roundish, too. but I tried to work all my 
finger ends to be even, spending hours at home and on 
the field in a kind of nervous, but loving endeavor. 


“ I guess the fingers of my glove got that way from field­ 
ing a lot of ground balls—and old age.” said Brooks. 


I noticed on the field that he. too. worked at the fingers 
the way I had. We both were not above spitting into the 
pocket for greater sticking power. 


I was surprised to learn that his glove came in a 
trade He said ballplayers often trade ¿loves. He got his 
from Dave May, an outfielder and former Baltimore 
teammate who is now with Milwaukee. 
I picked it up 
and liked the feel of it, 
said Brooks. 


In mv neighborhood in Chicago, guys never even liked 
someone else to put on their mitt. They thought an alien 
hand would wreak havoc on the pocket. 
Both our gloves had seen a lot of wear and tear. Brooks 
has used his for several full seasons, several All-Star, 
plavoff and World Series games. I think my uses were a 
little more varied. Not only did I employ mine in park 
games, but for stickball, too. Once it was run over by a 
truck, which sort of ruined my pocket for awhile^ And 
once it was run over by a streetcar, and that s when it 
first began to crack. 


I observed that the leather strips connecting the upper 
part of the fingers on Brooks’ glove were startling new 
in comparison to the rest of the glove He told me he re- 
strings it himself periodically 
I restrung mine myself, 
too. but with shoelaces. They didn’t hold that well. 
Brooks said that he is not sentimental about his glove. 
He said that he has never been nostalgic about old gloves, 
and reallv doesn’t remember how he got his first one, 
when he was 11 or 12, but that it might have been a Marty 
Marion or Bob Dillinger model, he wasn't sure. 
The Hall of Fame has asked Brooks for his present 
glove and he is parting with it at season's end. That’s 
another similarity between us. I don’t have mine any 
more, either. I left it on a bus years ago.

Public cool to prison reform

NEW YORK-(NEA)-The 
first prison I ever saw was 
a jail in the courthouse in 
Kalispell, Mont. That was 10 
years ago. I wrote an article 
about it for the local news­ 
paper. I said the jail was a 
dungeon; it was old, damp, 
smelled of urine, and broke 
a state law which prohibited 
underground lockups. 
Oh, my, everybody was up­ 
set. The p o l i c e c h i e f 
screamed, but so did the 
townsfolk. And there were 
promises of reform and re­ 
furbishing all o v e r 
the 
county. 
Recently, I called to in­ 
quire about the Kalispell 
jail. 
It’s still there, unchanged. 
‘‘It’s got a coat of paint 
now,” says a resident, “ but 
that’s all.” 
And so it is that, as the 
events at Attica and San 
Quentin continue to give way 
to widespread promises of 
better tomorrows, you will 
excuse my yawn. Prison re­ 
form? There will be some. 
But I expect not enough, and 
not soon enough. 
My skepticism is rooted in 
h i s t o r y . Men have been 
hawking penal reform in 
America, with little success, 
since the days of witch flog­ 
gings, W i t c h e s may no 
longer be beaten, but flog­ 
ging is still sometimes used 
in Ar ka ns a s institutions, 
there’s a whipping post 
standing in Delaware, and 
the guards at Attica in New 


York have been known to 
refer to their nightsticks as 
“ nigger clubs,” 
Countless times in the na­ 
tion’s maturation, individu­ 
als and commissions have 
implored lawmakers to in­ 
still decency in America’s 
jails. One blue-ribbon com­ 
mittee of a century ago said 
it was “ deplorable” t h a t 
men came out of p r i s o n 
worse than they went in. But 
for all this advice, a 1960 
survey by the Justice De­ 
partment reveals that of the 


nation’s 4,037 jails, 86 per 
cent had no program for 
recreation or exercise, 89 
per cent lacked educational 
facilities, 49 per cent had 
no medical conveniences, 26 
per cent had no visiting 
rooms, and 1.45 per cent no 
toilets. 


The primary vocational ef­ 
fort in Indiana’s maximum 
security pen is making li­ 
cense plates. Eight hundred 
men are shoehorned into a 
New Orleans Parish prison 
built to hold 400. Cells are 
so cold in the Graterford, 
Pa., institution, the inmates 
say that ice forms t h r e e 
inches thick on the windows. 
Lock-stepping r o a d gangs 
still thrive in the South. In 
the North, heroin addicts are 
tossed into stone rooms to 
sweat out their horrors on 
their own. As for rehabilita­ 
tion, one Senate study indi­ 
cates that only 2 per cent of 
the nation’s jail population 
is currently being exposed to 
any kind of reconditioning 
program. 


Reform? The United Na­ 
tions has drawn up “ stand­ 
ard minimum r u l e s " for 
prisoner treatment. Contain­ 
ing such ancient pleas as the 
separation of youthful of­ 
fenders from hardened crim­ 
inals, the prohibition of cor­ 
poral punishment, and fair 
trials tor all. To date, no na­ 
tion. including the United 
States, has made these rules 
law. 


There are, certainly, num­ 
berless reasons why the end­ 
less talk of prison reform 
has seldom manifested itself 
into action. One reason is 
money. T h e r e just isn’t 
enough of it budgeted to give 
convicts minimum human 
treatment. The nation’s state 
and f e d e r a l institutions 
spend about $1 billion total to 
maintain 1.3 million offend­ 
ers who are handled every 
day. This works out, accord­ 
ing to Don Pointer of the 
American Corrections Asso­ 
ciation. to about $5.24 per 
day per adult.

Until the public finds answer, 
reform is unlikelv. 


“ nearly enough.” 
How much is enough? No­ 
body knows. Most of Amer­ 
ica’s lockups are miserably 
outdated (60 date to the 19th 
century and 25 go back to 
the Civil War) and need, it's 
estimated, about $15 billion 
worth of reworking or re­ 
newal. According to the Joint 
Commission on Correctional 
Manpower and Training, 
there is also an urgent need 
of 25,000 more prison proba­ 
tion officers, 2.500 psycholo­ 
gists, 10,000 teachers, 5,000 


vocational personnel, 800 
psychiatrists and God knows 
low many guards: their sal­ 
aries would add another bil­ 
lion to the reform price tag. 
“ Don’t quote me by name,” 
says one w a r y (yet in­ 
formed) federal corrections 
office, “ but I’d g u e s s the 
real price of absolute reform 
would be somewhere around 
$20 billion.” 


It goes practically without 
saying that $20 billion is too 
much for the nation to spend 
on the 2.5 million people who 
annually go through .Amer­ 
ica’s penal system. FNen a 
nation which has spent $25 


billion to land eight men on 
the moon. And this brings up 
the most obvious barrier to 
any true prison reform; 


Public attitude. 


By and large, people still 
bel i eve that lawbreakers 
should be punished, not just 
penalized. Never mind that 
half the people in jails today 
have not been convicted of 
anything. Never mind that 
officials estimate 70 per cent 
of all convicts are little more 
than harmless unfortunates. 


F'eople are frightened by in­ 
creasing crime, and are in 
no mood to recognize de­ 
grees of criminality. A farm­
